Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 1-6, 12-17, 20-23, 25-37 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to anonelected Groups I, II, IV, and V, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on July 14, 2005. 

2. Applicant is requested to cancel claims 1-6, 12-17, 20-23, 25-37 in the next response. 

3 . Claims 7- 1 1 , 1 8- 1 9, 24 are present for examination. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the photo-detectors for varying the 
output of the third circuit as claim in claim 7, Knes 10 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the apphcation. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures.

Specification 

5. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: IC CARD SYSTEM USING PHOTO-DETECTORS 
FOR PROTECTION. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such fiill, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 7-11, 18-19, 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

Figure 4 shows a plurality of photo-detectors are randomly replaced SRAM cells in the 
memory array 401 . Figure 10 shows a differential amplifier type photo-detector comprising first, 
second and third circuits. However, nowhere in specification and drawings describe [plurality 
of] photo-detectors for varying the output of said third circuit. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 7-11, 1 8- 1 9, 24 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1st paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowance: 
The prior art made of record and considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does 
not teach or suggest the claimed limitations. Kimura et al. (6518962), Bryan et al. (6682899), 
taken individually or in combination, do not teach the claimed invention of a semiconductor 
integrated circuit comprising a plurality of photo-detectors, each comprising first, second, and 
third circuits as claimed in claim 7, lines 2-8, wherein photo-detection by said photo-detectors is 
used for stopping intemal actions.
